Winen the general counct! first organ- 
ized this year it was the proud boast 
of the new committee on ordinances and 
legislation that there would be no pig- 
eon-hoHing of papers; no sidetracking; 
no incwhbating; ‘but, alas, the members 
of the committee have already learned 
a thing or two and they are using the 
incubator, the pigeon-hole and the side- 
track, just as did their predecessors. It 
is comvenient and saves much trouble 
and worry. 

They Did and They Didn't.

MAKES HOT REPLY 


Says Plaintiffs Tried to 
Use Court in Hold-Up. 


Company Asserts Albert D. 
Thomson and ‘, J. Parmalee 
Wanted Order to Make the 
Company Buy a Worthless 
Certificate. 


In its amended answer, filed yester- 
day, the Equitable Loan and Securify 
Company charges that Albert D. Thom- 
son and F. J. Parmalee tried to use the 
superior court to hold up the -defenJant 
into buying three invalid certificates 
issued by taht company. 

The paper was filed in answer to 
suit brought by F. J. Parmalee.early in 
December, asking for ay injunction to 
keep the Equitable Loan and. Security 
Company from selling its property, the 
Brown-Randolph building, and to obtain 
a receiver. 

Tried to Lower Certificate Values. 

The amended answer states that 
Thomson, who was connected with the 


old Baquitable Loan and Security Com-| 


pany had a list of the certificate hold- 
ers of the company in his possession, 
and made efforts to beat down the value 
of the certificates, procure them at @ 
lower figure, and sell them to the com- 
pany at a profit. F. J. Parmalee, it 
is allewed, used passes in his posses- 
sion as a traveling passenger agent of 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
railroad, to travel around the country 
and purchase these certificates from the 


‘holders. 


Albert Thomson is now the renting 
agent of the ‘Equitable Loan and Se- 
curity Company for the Brown-Randolph 
building. 

Three Certificates Bought. 


The allegations made in the amended 
answer are based, according to the 
court paper, upon statements made by 
Thomson and Parmalee, in an exafnina- 
tion before Commissioner Barry. 

Albert D. Thomson was for many 
years an employee and officer in the 
Equitable Loan and Security Company. 
He held one and two-thirds shares in the 
company, for which he obtained 
$6,666.66. 

The Invalid Certificates. 


The litigation is said to be based on 
the purchase of three invalid certifi- 
cates from W. C. DeTar, of New Mexico. 
Albert D. Thomson is said to have 
“discovered that the certificates were in 
the hands of an Atlanta attorney, and 


conceived the idea of making a small i. 


profit by .purchasing them “While wit-" 
nesses before the commissioner, Par- 
‘malee and Thomson, it is alleged, testi- 
fied that they had full knowledge that 
4ime for payment having elapsed the 
certificates were worthless, but bought 
them as a “gamble on the side.” 

In order to obtain money from the 
company the following scheme is al- 
leged to have been concocted by Parma- 
lee and Thomson. 

Using the Court. 


It was agreed that an injunction and 
receivership should be asked for the 
company, this petition to be presented 
as a bona fide one. It is alleged Par- 
malee and Thomson intended after se- 
curing the temporary injunction not to 
file the order of the judge, but to take 
it to the defendants and threaten to 
file it unless the company either 
agreed to reinstate the DeTar. certifi- 
cates or purchase said certificates at 
a price demanded. 

This amendment was presented to the 
court by the law firm of Moore & Pome- 
roy, who, being innocent of the purposes 
behind it, and misunderstanding instruc- 
tions, had the amendments filed, which, 
it is alleged, broke up the game. 

In endeavoring to purchase the De- 
Tar certificates Albert D. Thomson and 
Parmalee called in Charles E. Thomp- 
son, and the three backed up the 
amendment which was presented to the 
court. Charles BE. Thompson, who has 
since ascertained the full purport of 
the scheme, is said to have filed an 
intervention, and repudiated the prop- 
osition. 

Company in Good Standing. 


The Equitable . Loan and Security 
Company states that the company is in 
good standing, and that its assets are 
way ahead of its liabilities, that there 
is no intention nor has there ever been 
of removing from this state.

J. Hopkins & Sons. 


THREE SAILORS MEET 
DEATH IN THEIR BUNKS 


Ferry Steamer Burned to Wa- 
ter’s Edge While at Her 
Dock at Norfolk. 


Norfolk, Va., February 9.—The Nor- 
folk and Portsmouth Traction Com- 
pany’s ferry steamer, running between 
Willoughby Spit and Old Point Com- 
fort, was 
at her Willoughby Point pier early to- 
day. Three of her: crew were’ burned 
to death in their bunks. 

The pier was also destroyed. The 
cause of the fire is unknown. Many 
people en route to Old Point were 
caught at the end of the $pit, with no 
way to cross Hampton Roads. 

The loss, covered by insurance, is 
$20,000 to the burned Ocean View, and 
$2,000 to the pier. The dead, all negro 
employees, are Frank Edwards, aged 
32, of .Norfolk; Lonnie Mitcheil, aged 
30, of Phoebus, and Lester Webb, aged 
28, of Middlesex county. 

Chief Engineer J. T. Griffin awaken- 
ed by the smoke, had a thrilling escape 
through the flames, being compelled to 
crawl upon his hands and knees to the 
steamer's side. He was slightly burned. 

The steamer Annie L, Van Sciver, at 
Camden, N, J., will be brought here to 
take the place of the burned vessel.

Tne girl brote loose and ran, 
screaming, to her father and brother, 
who were at work in a nearby field. 

A posse was organized and soon lIo- 
cated the negro. taking nim to the jail 
at iron (uty, after the girl had identified 
him. As there were threats of a lynch- 
ing, however, he was later removed to 
the Bainbridge jail. 

A number of men from the western 
part of the county, where the attack 
took place, came to Bainbridge and were 
neard to make threats, but the state- 
ment of Judge Frank Park, of this air- 
cuit. who is here today, to the effect 
that the negro would be given speedy 
trial, had a quéteting effect.

Washington, February 9.—The Cana- 
dian boundary waterways treaty had 
anything but smooth sailing when it 
wags taken up in executive session of the 
senate today. 

Senator William Alden Smith, ft 
Michigan, locked horns with Senator 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, who had inti- 
mated that the Michigan senator did 
not uderstand the provisions” of the 
treaty. 

Fired by New York Interests. 


Senator Smith asserted that the treaty 
had not been prepared by former Sec- 
retary Root, but that it was the work 
of Chanler Anderson, a New York law- 
yer, who has been engaged by the state 
department on various Occasions in con- 
nection with treaties affecting the rela- 
tions of this country and Canada. Mr. 
Smith intimated that Mr. Anderson Was 
too close to the interests which control 
power rights at Niagara Falls, and de- 
clared that the whole treaty Was pre- 
pared for the purpose of quieting the 
titles of New York corporations to those 
rights. 

The references by Mr. Smith to Mr. 
Anderson and former Secretary Root 
} displeased Mr. Lodge, and he demanded 
of Mr. Smith to Know where he had 
obtained the information concerning the 
authorship of the treaty. Mr. Smtih 
said that he had been told by Anderson 
himself that he had drafted the con- 
vention. Mr. Lodge took Mr. Smith to 
task for quoting a private eonversation 
with a gentleman in his absence. 

Smith Goes for Lodge. 

“Very well,’ responded Mr. 
‘then I will attribute the statement 
the senator from Massachusetts, 
told the same thing.”’ 

Mr. Lodge asserted that Mr. Smith 
had misunderstood utterly what he had 
said to him, and when Mr. Smith in- 
tsisted that he had not, the two senators 
exehanged some sharp comments upon 
each other's understanding Af a recent 
conversation. 

Mr. Smith declared that he wortd not 
“bandy epithets’ with the senator from 
Massachusetts, but that as 'ong as he 
lived he would consider that Mr. Lodge 
had acted unfairly in the matter. Turn- 
ing directly to Mr. Lodge and declaim- 
ing in a way that amused his col- 
leagues, Mr. Smith told the Magssachu- 
setts senator that he did not like his 
looks, his scowl], nor his fmNtating man- 
ner. Other members present enjoyed 
the debate hugely. 

Tillman Wanted a Scrap. 


Senator Tillman interrupted to remark 
that he hoped Massathusetts and 
Michigan would clinch, but he supposed 
there were “too many centuries of cul- 
ture in the Massachusetts member to 
permit of anything so commonplace. 

“If they would only get together,” said 
Mr. Tillman, referring to his encounter 
in the senate a few years ago with his 
then colleague, Mr. McLaurin, “it would 
detract from one chapter of my history 
which I should like to put Behind me.’ 

After a long debate, members of the 
foreign relations committee suggested 
that they be permitted to again con- 
sider the Canadian treaty, and to hear 
such persons, including Senator Smith, 
as desired to make ie Fgpemens.

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TUFINISH CANAL 


Sensation Sprung in Report of 
the Senate Isthmian Canal 
Committee, 


LOCK TYPE PROVING 
T0 BE VERY COSTLY 


Senator Clay Says He Believes 
Canal Will Cost Half Billion. 
Attack on Roosevelt for 
Forcing the Adoption of the 
Lock Type—Future of Canal 
Enshrouded in Doubt.

Washington, #ebruary 9.—(Special.)—A 
large siged sensation was sprung today 
in the report of Senator Kittredge, 
chairman of theisthmian canal commit- 
tee, who declared that an amazingly 
costly blunder was made in adopting the 
look and dam instead of the seq level 
type Of canal at Manama. ’ 

Canal to Cost $400,000,000, - 


He declared the final cost would be 
three times the original estimate of the 
engineers. He showed that already 
$170,000,000 had been approgriated for 
the work and that if current reports 
be true, congress will be asked to con- 
tinue to pour enough money to make 
$400,000,000 into the canal project. The 
estimated cost, aS amended to date, 
reaches fhe iatter tigure, which is one- 
fourth larger than the original esti- 
mated cost of a sea jevel canal. 

The debate today was an indirect as- 
Sault upon President Roosevelt, who 
was responsible for the adoption of the 
lock type of canal. The majority f 
the international board of porcini 
engineers favored a sea level canal. 
The American engineers submitted a 
minority report advocating a lock cana’ 
The president threw his influence on 
their side, and secured the passage ef. 
legislation authorizing a lock canal at 
Panama. These engineers staked their 
professional reputation on the _state- 
ment that the cost would not exceed 
$140,000,000. 


Half Billion, Says Clay. 


Senator Clay, in discussing the report 
of the canal committee, with The Con-

Report of Alabama Mining In- 


spector on Short Creek 
Catastrophe. 


Birmingham, Ala., February 9.—The 
report of the state mine inspectors on 
the recent explosion in the Short Creek 
mines, in which eighteen men lost their 
lives, has been made public here. 

Inexperienced labor miners who pre- 
pared and fired a shot caused the ex- 
plosion, “a windy shot.” The distance 
of the heading was ahead of the air, 
and the manner in which the shots 
Were placed and the quantity of dyna- 
mite with which they were charged in 
going off generated large quantities of 
carbon monoxide gas, which was ig- 
nited by the flame from the shot.

BRANCH LIBRARY 
NOW IN DANGER 


Appropriation Too Small, 
Say Trustees. 


Board Wants Council to Make 
an Additional Appropriation 
to Cover the Price of the 
Lot. 


Unless city council makes an appro- 
Priation covering the purchase of the 
lot for the Luckie street branch l- 
brary, for which Mr. Carnegie has Jo- 
nated $15,000, all work on the building, 
the plans of which were accepted a 
few months ago, may be suspended in- 
definitely, and the architects allowed 
to go. 

The question was aired before the 
monthly meeting of the board of trustees 
yesterday afternoon, and consumed the 
time of the entire session. Though the 
trustees asked council for an appropria- 
tion of $25,000 for 1909, only $20,946 
Was granted, and out of this amount the 
sum of $2,996 was designated for the 
purchase of the lot for the branch li- 
brary. 

The trustees take the position that 
the remaining $1!7,950 is equal to the 
appropriation made two years ago for 
the maintenance of the Hbrary, when 
the cost of maintenance ‘was 40 per cent 
iess than it is at present. 

A eommittee of three, consistiNg of 
T. J. Day, chairman of the finance 
committee; W. B. Disbro, chairman of 
the administration committee, and J. R. 
Nutting, chairman of the building and 
grounds committee, was appointed to 
confer with council and the city finance 
committee at an early date for the pur- 
pose of taking the matter up. The com- 
mittee will urge council to allow the en- 
tire appropriation of $20,946 to be used 
for the maintenance of the present li- 
brary, and make an additional appro- 
priation to cover the price of the lot. 
Until this committee reports, it was 
ordered that no building contract for 
the branch library be signed. 

J. R. Nutting, chairman of the build- 
ing and grounds committee, reported 
that the bids from various architects 
on the contract to build the branch 
library had peen opened, and it was 
found the bidders named too steep a 
price. It will be necessary to recon- 
sider several details, in order to come 
within the $15,000 allowance. 

The lot question was brought up by 
President Robert L. Foreman, who call- 
ed attention to the fact that council 
had included the money to be used for 
the purchase of the library lot, in the

“TILLMAN: ‘ON DISFRANCHISEMEN T. 


Hen Tillman’s frankness regarding the true intent and purport of the 
southern disfranchisement laws may not be palatable to their advocates, 
Editor | put they cannot, as they would like to do, assign him to membership in ‘the 
Ananias’ Club on that score, 

If any. one. knows or ought to know just what these ‘disfranchisement 
laws were intended to be and what they are, it is Senator Tillman. He is 
qualified t6;speak ex cathedra, and he was a rampant advocate of the dis- 
franchisenignt.amenaments, both in South Carolina and Georgia. 

‘Oh the floor of the senate Senator Tillman, the godfather of at least one 
of them, pronounces'the disfranchisement laws of the south palpable frauds, 
aimed solely at the negro, whose terms violate the fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments to the congtitution and whose administration is a joke. 

“We have an educational qualification in Gouth Carolina,” he said, “but 


it, and there nevér was a white man disfranchised.” : 
Just the same thing as was promised for the Georgia law on the same 


subject. 
Tersely, that is tne truth of it, no matter how much we may try to conceal 


or: ‘suppress it. 

‘One of the greatest diistabes of history was made when the franchise 
was conferred upon the negro, and if the ignorant and vena] negro vote can 
be eliminated by any legal method, unquestionably it should be speedily and- 
effectively done. But there is a right way and a wrong way to remedy the | 
evil. We thought we had the right way in the white primary system. It 
remains to be seen if the new way is the better, 

There is no use in attempting to play the ostrich, for it deceives no one. 

Whether it be through an enforced, honest administration of these laws 
and the consequent disfranchisement of thousands of white men, or other-. 
wise, there is a “kicn-back” in them which, sooner or later, will be felt. 

With the negro effectually eliminated by the white primary system, and 


Georgia was only inviting unnecessary trouble by taking on a law which, 
admittedly, must be administered in fraud or result in the extensive dis- 
franchsement of white citizens. 

If there be any escape from this conclusion, Senator Tillman, with all 
his knowledge of the conditions and circumstances, has evidently not been 
able to find it. It is true he is desperately and brutally frank, but that’s his 
way of doing business! 

We earnestly hope that these laws can be so administered as to accom- 
plish their purpose in a legal way. When it can be shown that this can be 
done, we will frankly confess that we have been in error in our attitude 
toward such legislation.

CHESTNUT PULLING—NOW AND THEN! 

More in sorrow than in cynicism, The Constitution is moved to comment 
on a curious phase of the current Jap-American much-ado-about-nothing ex- 
citement. 

Senator Newlands, of Nevada, arguing that the west is confronted by a 
race problem of its own, would have the two sections make common cause— 
a sort of entente cordiale—to the end of committing America to a blanket 
sOlution of the national race issue. 

Senator Newlands is about two decades behind time. 

Nearly twenty years ago the south was’ confronted by a most serious 
phase of the race problem, beside which the existing situation with regard 
to the Japanese in the west is negligible. The same lack of understanding 
and harsh judgment somewhat evident at the moment were then natfonally 
operative. The actual, if not the expressed, effect of the Force bill would 
have fastened on the south a real race problem, beside which the Japanese 
questien in the Pacific states would have been insignificant, 

_A moment of frank self-communion will remind our western compatriots 
that that scourge would even now be resting upon the south, had we depended 
upon the far-seeing and generous assistance of the Pacific states congressmen. 
From that source, there was abundant talk regarding the “brother in black.” 
We were told many times, and with eloquent emphasis, that the negro was a 
human being on a plane with ourselves, and entitled to the same privileges 
and immunities, and we heard from there no end of “the equal rights of all” 
talk. 

And for the most part they advocated the iniquitous Force bill. 

We fear the fable of Aesop applies to the sudden awakening.of the Pacific 
states members. ‘One infinitesimal feature of the race problem has come 
home to them. Their own ox is being gored. Hence the surprising discov- 
ery of conditions which the south has long patiently endured, and the over- 
tures for a defensive alliance. 

The Japanese problem in the west and its menace is not remotely com- 
parable to the negro problem in the south and its past and future menace. 
‘here are Many, Many negroes in the south for every one Jap in the west.

Taken as a whole, the negroes are stolid, primordial, unintelligent, but three 
steps from the jungle and its nightmare possibilities. That one Jap is in- 
tellecutally acute, brimming with initiative, educated, trained in government, 
with an abiding respect for law and a ceaseless regard for governmenta! 
order. You never hear of him perpetrating the acts or characteristics that 
perpetually threaten the peace or the prosperity of a people, 

But when the south was in real trouble—as the Pacific states are only 
in imagination now—tlhtose who were then fighting the battles of this section 
got little aid and comfort from the far western members of congress—either in 
the senate or in the house. 

So, just at this time it is not probable that the south will go into the 
business of pulling chestnuts out of the fire on imaginary grievances of other 
parts of the union—certainly not until the fact has been emphasized that 
other sections understand conditions as they exist here, and manifest a will- 
ingness to let the white people of the south work out their problems along 
the broad lines of humanity and justice, and yet upon the firm basis of white 


:domination, 


And in the meantime, the south is not ready to plunge the whole country 
into a bloody and useless war for the settlement of real and not imaginary 


race troubles. 
What our friends of the west want is time to cool off.

Recorder Broyles, of Atlanta's municipal court, has hit upon the only 
true and effective method of enforcing the state prohibition law—infliction 
of the limit of penalty upon those found guilty of its violation. | 

A thirty-day sentence in the stockade and a $500 fine for violation of the 
city ordinance and a $5,000 bond to answer to a higher court for violation 
of the state law, will unquestionably have a salutary effect in impelling re- 
spect for the law on the part of those inclined to ignore and disregard it. 

Recorder Broyles is no respecter of persons when it comes to dealing 
with violators of the law, and if more of those in authority who have to deal 
with this matter, not only in Atlanta but at other points throughout the 
State, exhibited the same determination and spirit, there would be less of 
the violation, 

Whatever may be individual] opinion regarding prohibition, and to what- 
ever extent such opinion may go, there is now but one view to take of it: 
It is the law, and duty demands the law’s enforcement. 

And there is but one way in which this can be accomplished—by the 
imposition of severe penalty without partiality or discrimination, upon all 
violators. 

There is no question that the prohibition law has been grossly violated 
here in Atlanta and notoriously so in other cities of the state. Public sentti- 
ment in some instances has been aparnetic; in others it has prevented en- 
forcement. 

But the law ought to have a fair and honest trial, and as long as it is 
upon the statute books it should be rigidly and energetically enforced.

Monument to Col. W. P. Price. 


Editor Constitution: I propose a stu- 
dents’ memorial to Colonel William P. 
Price, of Dahlonega. His death oc- 
curred at his home on November 4, and 
his body was interred in the beautifui 
little cemetery south of the village. 
Colonel Price wag a man who cannot 
be buried, his life was lived too much 
for his people and to uplift his people, 
not only in the mountain section, but 
throughout the whole state. 

Besides a record as an attorney for 
fifty years without blame from any 
client or hHtigant, and beyond dis- 
tinguished service as a soldier of the 
south in battle and as a legislator in 
the Georgia house and senate as often 
as he could be induced to take up the 
work, as well as in the United States 
congress, in all of which his value was 
of the highest order, Colone! Price did 
his greatest work as the foster facher 
of the North Georgia Agricultural col- 
lege. He was president of the board of 
trustees of this institution from its 
very beginning, in 1873, until his death, 
more than thirty-five years. He was 
not the nominal president of the hoard 
ir any absentee, half-way manner, but 
in all his years hig hand was upon the 
helm; he was the ruling spirit, and 
guided every movement made for the 
upbuilding and strengthening of the 
college and making it useful in every 
possible way for all the people of the 
state. 

Colonel Price's greatest monument is 
and must be the college. There his 
memorial is more lasting than brass, 
und, aS the usefulness and efficiency of 
the college may be increased by legis- 
lative appropriation and the intelligent 
gencrosity of the state, it will simply 
be a further projection of Colone! 
Price’s ideals to future generations. 

It seems to Me entirely appropriate 
that the former students of the North 
Georgia Agrictltural college, whether 
graduates or not, should join in mak- 
ing some memorial to Colonel Price 
that will be distinctive, and in. some 
measure fitting the great man who was 

their friend. No student could remain 
as long as one school term within the 
college who did not come in contact 
with Colonel Price and learn that he 
was his friend, who loved him, and 
would stand by him at all times in the 
right, and uphold him and correct him 
if he should veer in the least from the 
Plain duties that were his. 

When the beautiful shaft was erected 
to our first beloved president of 
faculty, Colonel David W. Lewis, on the 
west side of the college building, it 
was agreed among the old students 
that at some day, when the time should 
arrive, we would place a shaft as a 
memorial to Colonel W. P. Price on the 
east side of the building. it seems 
pecullarly appropriate that these two 
men, Who loved and worked for our 
college, each as long as time was al!- 
lowed him, should have enduring 
memorials on the campus, to Keep in 
the minds of new students and those 
who are yet to enjoy the privileges 
made possible by their labors, the two 
grand men, par nobile fratrum, of a 
former day. All others who labored 
with them and under their leadersh*tp 
are due their credit, but they will be 
delighted to join in placing a shaft to 
Colonel Price near the college that is 
a living memorial to his noble, unself- 
isl¥ life, even more than his braverv 
as a patriot soldier, his probity and 
skill as a successfu! lawyer, his wisdom 
and services as a legislator, and abi his 
other many and distinguished qualitits 
as a man among men. 

Doubtless at the next annual com. 
mencement there Will be suitable 
memoriat exercises, and the meetings 
of alumni, patrons and _  —visitors wiil | 
take the initiative steps to erect the 
Price memorial. There should be some 
plan evolved whereby all may take 
part, each one may de represented by 
gmounts, large or small, as they may 
be able, and a &suitable' practica 
memorial should be built that 
honor to a man who deserves it more 
than perhaps any general or statesman 
famong al] the distinguished sons of 


Georgia. 
As a member of the first graduating 
class, which left the college in 1878, I 
propose the students’ memorial, and 
ask all former students to 


to Dr. Gustavus R. Glenn, 
dent of the faculty, North Georgia 
Agricultural college, who will doubtless 
advise them of the movement further. 

I would be glad to see the thousands 
of men in Georgia who came under his 
good influences, and who feel grateful 
to him, join in making a memorial be- 
fitting the man.

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Court Ruled Correctly in 
Overruling Demurrer. 


Election Managers Must Stand 
Trial for False Swearing. 
Indictment Charges 
Count of Votes for Morris. 


The state court of appeals yesterday 
affirmed the decision of DeKalb supe- 
rior court in overruling the demurrer 
to the indictment charging L. B. Nor- 
ton and others with 
while acting as managers of the pri- 
mary election of June 4, in the Lithonia 
district. 

L. B. Norton, A. H. Flake and 
Phillips were indicted by 
for false swearing, the charge being 
that after taking an oath that they 
would conduct the primary election for 
governor, statehouse officers, county of- 
ficers and others, “fairly, impartially 
and honestly,.”’ they did not do so in 
that they miscounted the votes cast for 
S. A. Morris, who was a candidate for 
the legislature ,against Hooper Alex- 
ander, afterwards declared elected. 

It is alleged that they counted only 
108 votes for Morris, whereas he re- 
ceived 140 in the Lithonia box. 

The defendants demurred to the in- 
dictment on various grounds, but the 
Was overruled by the lower 
court. The appellate court in affirme- 
ing the decision of the lower court as- 
serts that where one or more persons 
join in the same false affidavit, they 
may be jointly indicted: that false 
swearing may be committed by a prom- 
issory oath, and that a militia district 
may be designated in an indictment by 
its colloquial name. 

The effect of the decision Is that thay 
defendants, excepting Phillips, will have 
to stand trial under the indictments. 

In the case of Phillips the court of 
appeals sustained the demurrer to the 
indictment because of the fact that 
Phillips administered the oath to him- 
self. This, the court holds, makes the 
oath illegal, and the point is declared 
well taken.

PEACE WITH JAPS. 


VITAL 10 SOUTH 


Interesting Views Given 
by Harry A. Alexander. 


Representative-Elect Wishes a 
School of Oriental Com- 


merce Established at Geor- 
gia Tech—Will Introduce a 
Bill to That Effect. 


Representative-elect Harry A. Alex- 
ander, of Fulton county, said yesterday 
that the people of Georgia and of the 
cotton milling section of the southeast- 
ern states. had as great an interest in 
the peaceful solution of the Japanese 
question as those of any other part of 
the country, not excepting California it- 
self. The enlargement of the trade 
with Japan and China, especially in 
coarse cotton goods, is one of the 
Sreatest opportunitities for material 
wealth and prosperity that the south- 
ern people have, and any trouble in the 
east that would break up commerce 
with Japan and China would seriously 
affect the cotton mill industry of the 
south, and inflict incalculable loss upon 
the southern people. 

Mr.~Alexander said that if members 
of the California and Nevada legis- 
latures could, by their action, jeopardize 
the friendly relations of the American 
and Japanese governments, which both 
were trying, in good faith. to preserve, 
he supposed it would be in order for 
him, as a member of the Georgia legis- 
lature, to make a statement of what he 
hoped to accomplish in the line of 
peace. 

He said that he had long been of the 
opinion that the promotion of e¢om- 
merce between the cotton miil states 
of the south and the Orient was of the 
highest importance to those states, and 
he was seriously considering, and had 
Dractically decided, to introduce a Dili 
in the generdl assembly of Georgia, 
meeting next June, to establish, !n con- 
nection with the Georgia Technological 
School, at Atlanta, a department of 
‘Oriental commerce; this to be done as 
the best way of acquainting the south- 
ern people with the conditions’ that 
they would have to meet in building up 
a large Oriental trade. 

Fils idea is that the simplest and 
most effective way to make such a de- 
partment useful would be to request the 
Japanese and Chinese governments, 
through the federal government, to send 
us, as instructors, two of their native 
citizens, men of rank and Intelligence, 
who would be able to promote the ends 
in view. They .might also be sent 
here as consui generals of their respect- 


ive governmentsfi and could combine 
the two offices, 

Mr. Alexander believes that the es- 
tablishment of such a department in the 
Technologica] school would be warmly 
approved by all the cotton mill section, 
and believes also that the tuition fees 
that could be collected from mill own- 
ers and superinténdents, who, in addi- 
tion to the regular four-year term stu- 
dents, would wish to také this special!

LAST DAY HERE. 
T0 CET CONVICTS 


All Requisitions Must Be 
With Commission Today. 


Two Counties eDrop Out and 
Two Are Added to the List. 
Some Counties Took Con- 
victs to Turn Over to Others. 


Today is the last day fixed by the 

prison commission for receiving requis!- 
tions from counties which desire their 
proportion of the state convicts for work 
upon their public roads. 
i Under the law, counties may put In 
itheir requisitions at any time, but they 
lwill have to take their chances and 
wait until the commission is in a posi- 
tion to supply them. 

The number of counties on the /tst, 
though some.changes have been made, 
is still 102. Two counties, Glascock an4 
Crawford, have ‘withdrawn their re- 
quests because the number of convicts 
which they would receive Is considered 
too small to justify them in the ex- 
pense of maintaining a gang. 

Two more counties have heen added fo 
the list, Bartow, which will be entitied 
to 17 or 21, according to whether tne 
white convicts are put On the roads or 
not, and Colquitt, which {ts likewise en- 
titled to I! or 1/4. 

Several counties which are entitied 
only to a smal! number of convicts have 
decided to take them and turn them 
over to Milton and Pickens under agree- 
ments which they will make with them 
Milton and Pickens have asked for their 
convicts, and will turn them over to 
Cherokee. Upson will turn her convicts 
over to Pike, and it is probable Clarke 
will get those of Oconee county, and 
Chatham those of Effingham. These are 
the only deals made or pending between 
counties so far as the commisison is aa- 
vised. 

Under the new convict law, where 4 
county does not take its legal pro rata 
of convicts, and they are apportioned to 
some other county or counties, the latter 
must ultimately pay such county back in 
convicts when it calls for them for work 
on its public roads. 

Or, it is possible, under the law, for a 


cash consideration, the money to be ex- 
pended in improving the public roads Of 
the county so selling its convict labor. 

While the law has not been legally 
construed, it is the general accepta:.on 
that if a county which is entitled to ten 
| convicts does not take them at this 
time, and they are assigned to some 
other county or counties, Say for a pe- 
riod of one year: and if, at the begin- 
ning of another year, such county calis 
for its convicts, it shall be entitled to 
receive double the number for a period 
of one year. In other words, counties 
not taking convicts are entitled to re- 
ceive credit for them, and they maké 
requisition at such time as they see ft, 
the commission being required to fill the 
requisition as soon as it is convenient 
and practicable for it to do so. 

In the table published in The Consti- 
tution is was stated Fulton county was 
entitled to 83 convicts, provided § the 
whites are placed on a prison farm. The 
correct number is 94, and in the event 
the whites are placed on the roads, the 
number would be I1t7. Fulton has 
asked for enough “‘overs' to make her 
total 400, but it is extremely doubtful 
if, in the distribution, she will get more 
than 125 at the outside.

"DAYS" FIGHTING

They Say Congress Will 
Protect the Prohi States. 


Dr. Young, of Anti-Saloon 
League, Says Law to Regu- 
late Shipments Will Be En- 
acted by Present Congress.

Washington, February 9.—(Special.)— 
“The Knox-Humphreys prohibition bill, 
to regulate interstate shipments of in- 
toxicating liquors, will become a law 
at the present session of congress” was 
the positive prediction made today by 
Dr. G. W. Young, of Louisville, Ky., 
‘the assistant national superintendent of 
Anti-Saloon League 
to Washington to 
urge the passage of this law. Its effect 
will be to prohibit c. o. d. shipments 
of liquor, which have long been the 
bane of dry states. It forbids any car- 
rier or express company having any in- 
terest in any liquor shipment except to 
transport it, and denies to them the 
Privilege of acting as agent for con- 
signor or consignee in the sale.

Packages containing liquor must be 
plainiy marked, with the character and 
volume of the contents. Records of all 
such shipments are to be kept on file, 
and open to public inspection. 

“You may say to the people of Geor- 
gia and tothe prohibition states of the 
south that IT am on the job, and will be 
here until March 4," Dr. Young said to 
The Constitution representative. 

He said the Anti-Saloon League was 
urging this legislation Simply as an 
opening wedge. Efforts. will. later he 
Girected toward making the restric- 
tions on interstate commerce in liquors 
more drastic. He declared, “If the con- 
gress feels that it cannot enact this 
legmislation under the federal constitu- 
tion, we will elect a congress that wil! 
submit to the people for ratification an 
amendment making liquors a specia, 
class in interstate commerce, and de- 
nving such shipments the protection of 
the interstate commerce clause.” 

Dr. Young gave hearty praise to Sen- 
ator Bacon and Representative Brant- 
lev, of Georgia, for their work in be- 
half this legislation, saying: “They 
are entitled to the praise of every citl- 
zen of the south for the fight they have 
made.”

Industrial Day at Clab. 

Industrial day at the club was an eXx- 
tremely interesting one to all present, 
teeming with vital questions of the 
day, alive to the needs of the vast army 
of wage-earning women and children, 
eager to stretch out the hand of fel- 
lowship and sisterhood to all who 
would take it. 

Mrs. Hamilton Douglas, chairman of 
the industrial committee, made a most 
beautiful and impressive opening 
speech. She began by saying that she 
was only the lid which, when removed, 
would disclose the real soup of the aft- 
ernoon. There were, she said, two 
ways of looking at labor: it was un- 
doubtedly the greatest of blessings, as it 
also might be the greatest of curses. 
Those who claimed that it was a curse 
given to man because of his too great 
fondness for apples would please bear 
in mind that it might also be a ladder 
on which to climb back to paradise. 
This ladder was, however, not an ele- 
vator with electric buttons, but must 
be actually climbed. ; 

The extremes in any line were not 
desirable, she said—neither extreme 
spiritualism, which forgets that the 
body has aches and needs to be at- 
tended to, nor extreme materialism, 
which neglects the higher needs; the 
happy mean where both meet is the 
thing to be desired. So, also, neither 
extreme idleness, nor the labor which 
ie so severe that it exhausts the vital- 
ity, the time and thought, to the ex- 
clusion of all else, is desirable, but a 
happy mean where extremes meet. _ 

Mrs. Douglas begged women not to 
forget that they owe something to oth- 
érs. “We are not in this world to de- 
vote ourselves to selfish ends, but 
must bridge the chasm between yes- 
terday and tomorrow by making the 
morrow in every way better than, yes- 
terday. Let us tear down the dungeon 
wall which surrounds labor, and use 
the rocks as stepping stones for higher 
things,’ she said. 

Mrs. Frank L. Woodruff, state chair- 
man of the welfare committee, then 
gave some very interesting observa- 
tions made by the committee appoi: 
by Mayor Joyner to investigate condi- 
tions among the wage-earning women 
and children in Atlanta. A set of forty 
questions had been made by the com- 
mittee, and the observations were 
based on these questions. While con- 
ditions were in many cases unspeak- 
ably bad, a favorable side was the 
courtesy extended by the employers, 
who often asked the advice of the com- 
mittee, and showed a desire to better 
the surroundings of their employees. A 
large per cent of women and children 
working in factories and other large 
bulidings are without the fire protec- 
tion demanded by law. A number of 
places where food-stuffs were handled 
are extremely unsanitary, and jeopard- 
ize health. On the other hand, in some 
places visited, the employers had made 
the best of arrangements for their em- 
ployees, and taken especial interest in 

. their welfare. 
As far as Mrs. Woodruff knew, hep 


‘report, which had been read before the 
city council and referred to the mayor 
of Atlanta nearly a year ago, had never 
been acted upon, The only benefit re- 
ceived had been the condemnation of 
one or two buildings called to the at- 
tention of the building inspector, and 
in another case an improvement in 
Sanitary conditions demanded by the 
health officer, this before the report 
was made to council. 

Mrs. Woodruff’s main suggestion was 
the need of a paid inspector for the 
city. 

Mrs. E. B. Smith, co-edftor of The 
Journal of Labor, told of some of the 
needs and remedies for existing condi- 
tions, and spoke especially of the need 
of living wages, which should enable 
the wage-earner to live comfortably 
without the necessity of help from out- 
Side. She paid’ a glowing tribute to 
the Y. W. C. A., which, conducted on a 
Strictly business basis, and not charity, 
is such a blessing to the women of At- 
lanta. The afternoon was one which 
gave much food for thought, and pre- 
sented a fresh line of work for this 
body of women, who are so nobly 
reaching out in all directions to assist 
In the uplift ef humanity.

President Indorses the Report 
and Asks for $25,000 to En- 
able Commission to Digest 
Recently Acquired Material. 


Washington, February 9.—Emphasizing 
that not a dollar of the public money 
had been paid to any one of the mem- 
bers for his work, President Roosevelt 


today submitted to congress the report ° 


of the commission on country life. 

Mr. Roosevelt declares that “our civ- 
‘lization rests at ‘bottom on the whole- 
someness, the attractiveness and the com- 


{ Pleteness. as well as the prosperity of 


life, in the country.” 
Object of the Commission. 


Defining the object of the commission 
as being to 
raise better crops, but to call his atten- 
tion to the opportundéties for better busi- 
nees and better living on the farm,” the 
president outlines the following agencies 
as instrumental in that direction: 


“rhe national department of agricul- 
ture. which has rendered pe Ty ter 
ed by no other similar department in 
any other time or place; the state de- 
partments of agriculture: the State col- 
leges Of agriculture and mechanic arts, 
especialy through their extension work; 
the state agricultural experiment sta- 
tions: the Farmers’ 
the agricultural press, and other similar 
agencies; have all combined to place 
within the reach of the American farmer 
an amount and quality of agricultural 
information which, if applied, would em- 
ale him, over large areas. to double 
the production of the farm.’’ 


Building Up Rural Life. 
Stressing the vaiue of organization, 
Mr. Kooseveit thue refers to the de- 
Sirability of imvproving rural environ- 
meni so as to equalize city and coun- 
try as to e “e the latter a more at- 
tractive pla to live in: 


it would # idle to assert that life 
on the larm occupies as &00d a position 
in dignity, desirability and business re- 
sults as the farmers might easily give 
it if they chose. One of the chief dif- 
ficulties is the faiiure of country life, 
as Mt exists at present, to satisfy the 
hher social and intellectual aspirations 
of country people. Whether the con- 
Sant draining away of so much of the 
best elements in the rural population 
intO the towns is due gohieffy to this 
cause or to the superior business op- 
portunities of city life may be open to 
question. But no one at all familiar 
with farm life throughout the United 
States can fail to, recognize the necessity 
for building wp the life of the farm upon 
tts social aS well as wpon #ts productive 
side. 

“It is true that country life has im- 
proved greatly in attractiveness, health 
and comfort, and that the farmer's 
earnings are higher,than they were. But 
city life is advancing even more rapidly, 
because of the greater attention which 
is ‘heing given by the citizens of the 
towns to their own betterment. For just 
this reason the introduction of effective 
agricultural cooperation throughout the 
iinited Sittates is of the first importance. 
Where farmers are organized coopera- 
tively they not only avail themselves 
much more readtiyv of business o~>-ortu- 
nities and jmproved methods but it is 
found thait the organizations which bring 
them together in the work of their lives 
are used aiso for social and intellectual] 
advancement. 

‘“rne cooperative Pian is the best plan 
of organization wherever men have the 
right spirit to carry it out.” 


Appropriation Asked. 


I'he president recommends that $25,000 
be appropriated to enable the commis- 
sion to digest its recently acquired ma- 
terial. He concludes with the following 
tribute to the farmer: 


“Upon the development of country life 
rests ultimately our aibility, ‘oy meth- 
ods of farming requiring the highest in- 
tellagence, to continue to feed and clothe 
the hungry nations; to supply the city 
with fresh blood, clean bodies and clear 
prains that can endwre the terrific strain 
of modern life; we need the development 
of men in the open country, who will 
be in the future, as in the past, the 
stay and strength ot the nation m 
time of war, and its guiding and con- 
trolling spirit in time of peace.”’ 


Summary of Commission Report. 


The report of the commission de- 
scribes with some fulness the exist- 
ing conditions of farm life and points 
out the causes that may have led to 
its present lack of organization. It 
suggests methods for the redirection of 
rural society, for arresting the drift 
to the city, for maintaining the natural 
rights of the farmer and for the de- 
velopment of an organized rural life 
that will promote the prosperity of the 
whole nation. 

Broadly speaking, agriculture in the 
United States is prosperous, and the 
conditions in many of the great farm- 
ing regions are improving. Country 
homes generally are improving in com- 
fort, attractiveness, and healthfulness. 
Many institutions, organizations and 
movements are actively contributing to 
the increasing welfare of the open 
country. 

There has never been a time when the 
American farmer was as well off as he 
is today, when not only his éarning 
power, but the comforts and ad- 
vantages he may secure are consider- 
ed. There has been a complete and 
fundamental change in our whole 
economic system within the past cen- 
tury. 

What Rural Society Lacks. 


Yet it is true, notwithstanding all this 
progress aS measured by historical 
standards, that agriculture is not 
commercially as_ profitable as it 
is entitled to be for the la- 
bor and energy that the farmer ex- 
pends and the risks that he assumes, 
and that the social conditions in the 
open country are far short of their 
possibilities. 

Rural society is lacking chiefly in a 
knowledge on the part of the farmers 
of the exact agricultural* conditions 
and possibilities of their regions, re- 
sulting in the widespread depletion of 
soils with the injurious effect on rural 
life; in proper training for country 
life in the schools; in good highway 
facilities, and in organization for buy- 
ing and selling. 

There is an absence of any adequate 
system of agricultural credit, a short- 
age of labor, often complicated by in- 
temperance among workmen; a lack of 
institutions and incentives that tie the 
laboring man to the soil; the life of 
farm woman is burdensome and nar- 
row; there is need of adequate super- 
vision of public health. 

The farmer is handicapped by the 
speculative holding of lands, monop- 
olistic control of streams and forests, 
waste of our natural resources, and by 
restraint of trade. 

Some of the remedies for the condi- 
tions set forth lie with the national 
gevernment, some of them with the 
states and communities in their cor- 
porate capacities, some with voluntary 
organizations, and some with individ- 
vals acting alane. 

To Selve the Problem. 


All organized forces both in town and 
country should understand that there 
are country phases as well as city 
phases of our civilization, and that one 
phase needs help as much as the other. 
All these agencies should realize their

become practically cooperative or mu- 
tual in spirit, as for example, all agri- 
cultural societies, libraries, Young 
Men’s Christian Associations, and 
churches, All the organizations stand- 
ing for rural progress should be fed- 
erated in states and nation. 

There are several great forces, or 
principles, which must be utilized in 
the endeavor to solve the country life 
question. ' 

There must be a vast enlargement of ! 
voluntary, organized effort among 
farmers themselves. It ig indispensable | 
that farmers shall work together for! 
their common interests and for the na- | 
If they do not do this, 
activity, no legisla- 
tion, not even better schools, willi 
greatly avail. The forces and institu- 
tions that make for morality and spir- 
itual ideals among rural people must 
be energized. ‘ 

There must be not only a “fuller 
scheme of public education, but a new 
kind of education adapted to the real 
needs of the farming people. The coun- 
try schools are to be so redirected that 
they shall educate their pupils in terms 
of the daily life. Opportunities for 
training toward the agricultural call- 
ings are to be multiplied and made 
broadly effective. This means re- 
doubled efforts for better country 
schools, and a vastly increased interest 
in the welfare of country boys and 
girls on the part of those who pay the 
school taxes. Education by means of 
agriculture is to be a part of our regu- 
lar public school work. Special agri- 
cultural schools are to be organized.

There 
should be organized under government 
leadership a comprehensive plan for an | 
exhaustive study or survey of all the'§ 
conditions that surround the business | 
of farming and thé people who live in| 
the country, in order to take stock of | 
our resources and to supply the farmer | 
with knowledge. 

Each state college of agriculture 
should organize as soon as practicable, | 
a complete department of college ex: | 
tension. Local, state, and even national 
conferences on rural progress, designed 
to unite the interests of education, or- 
ganization, and religion, should be 


held. 


Sort of Leaders Needed. 


There is need for young people of 
quality, energy, capacity, aspiration, ' 
and conviction, wlyo will live in the 
open country as permanent residents | 
on farms or as teachers, or in other ' 
useful fields, and who, while develop- | 
ing their own business or affairs to the | 
greatest perfection, will still have un- 
selfish interest in the welfare of their | 
communities. The farming country is! 
by no means devoid of leaders, and is | 
not lost or incapable of helping itself, | 
but it has been relatively overlooked 
by persons who are seeking great fields , 
of usefulness. It will be well for us as| 
a people if we recognize the oppor- 
tunity for usefulnesg in the open coun- 
try and consider that there is a call | 
for service. 

The suggestions of the commission 
only outline a general plan whereby 
the strong resident forces in the open 
country may themselves build up a new 
and better rural social structure. To 
accomplish this, the entire people must 
be aroused. The time for this is at 


hand.
